small families, says: "The effect of cou- 
centratlng tho ability, the affection, uid 
the care of the mother on two children, 
rather than dispersing it over a largo 
number, Beems to have been most hkp- 
py. The Jewish race is so signally as lo 
be considered even miraculously endowed 
with vitality. 
Its imperishable 
vigor 


is seen in the fact that scarcely any art 
or science, any form of skill or sagacity 
or enterprise, hut has had, and I might 
almost say has to-day, a Jew at iu head. 
Even the masses of the Jews ha?« ever 
wrested prosperity from adversity, and 
lived in the forefront of death, 


To sum up the whole matter, we should 


say lhat the Bible teaches that among 
the Hebrew women, childerp were a 
"special blessing," few in number, eager- 
ly and passionately desired. As a result, 


vf& have a race of insurmountable strength, 
existing, increasing flourishing in the faco of 
every obstacle. Our ancestors, according to 
tho vital statistican, had large families—twice 
and llirice and four times as large as the 
Jewish mothers; and, as a result, we are al- 
ready in the second and third generations 
rapidly dwindling and deteriorating. 


So, then, tbe vital statistican is not, 


wrong in blowing his warning blast; only 
le ougut to reverse his trumpet, aud blow 
according to the law and testimony, until 
he averago American is reduced to the 
scriptural standard. 


Mansard Hoofs. 


Tho Boston Inspector of Buildings, in his 


annual report, alluding to the danger of 
fires (rom Mansard roofa. says: 


I would recommend that on all brick or 


stone buildings, the eaves of which eiceed 
forty feet in height from the street, all Mau- 
sard or French roofs shall be limited to a 
single story, and to a height not exceeding 
twenty feet from the upper floor of the build- 
ing to the highest point of tha roof; and 
that all cornices, mouldings, bulkheads, tur- 
rets, Intberns and projections upon buildings, 
more than forty teet in height from the side- 
walk, shall be constructed of non-combusti- 
ble material. I would also recommend, that 
no bay-window of wood shall be built to ei- 
tend more than three feet above the second 
story of any brick building.
